8, 9. and differed from Church- Teaching anſwer- 
ing to our Catechiſing, Act. S. 30 31, 34. And in the matter taught: 
as appears in the Epiſtle of Fares, written to men of the world; 
and the firſt Epiſtle of ohn, written to the children of God; 
with the other Epiſtle, whoſe Scripture name is xięut Preacher, 
2 Tim. 1. 11. Gal. 6 6, Catechiſt. Rom. 2.1 8. xemysuy@r, Mini- 
fters to the blind, & c. who is ſaid xypvrzwv to preach, ver.
